— — | purpoſe to ſpeak,eAnd thogh 
my fpeechſhall principally bee direfted to you of 
the Iurie, which are fworne : yet ſor that I know 
the ſcope and ſumme of my endeuours are ſolely 
dedicated to Gods glory and my countries pub- 
licke benefit, I hope that all my words ſhall ex- 
tend vnto the general good of alltheſe bere pre- 
ſent ; vnto whom they are ſpoken, For I ds pur- 
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The Exordium. 
out thoſe growing and groning euils, which doe 
not 4 0 the roſie time liflerl es hurt our 
Publique Weale, but doe alſo ſtriue, and that 
with a moſt dagerous force to deface,ruin,*s v- 
terly ſubuert the Honors of our auncient name, 
&/ our now Great Brittaines Monarchie, But 
before the ſubſtance of my intended ſpeechre- 
ceiues his purpoſed begmung, I think it not amiſſe 
firſt to beg with my ſelfe, and of my ſelfe to 
ſpeake thus much. 

There was acertaine young Romane,whoſe 
youth ſo diretted bis labours, with mduftriou 
care to attaine to knowledge by the reading and 
ſtudy of good letters,as that the Senat of Rome 
amongit theſelues determined to make that yong 
mana tudge:therby with bonored reputatts rore- 
capence the trauels of his youth,&5 to giue encour- 
ragemet vnto other Romane Citizens byrheir 
good endeuors to attain vnzo like eſtate ex credit 
the gonernment of Romes Publique Weale, 
It happened that ſhortly after the determina- 

110 bythe Conluls es Senat ayreed vp3, the yog 
man vponwh the place of a Iudge ſhold be cofer- 
red, commg vnto the gnowledge therof, fell pre- 
ſetly intoa deepe coſtderatio with humſel/e about 

the force 65 Office of that worthy place wherunto 
| hee 
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he ſhould be called. And firſt coſidered that mhrs 
owne opinio,he was moſt vnfit : ſuſficntely to ex- 
ecute rhe ſubtantiall and ſomtimes dangerous 
(though moſt comended duties )properly beloging 
to ſo great a dignity. For this youg Roman ha- 
wng manyEriends, Kinsfolkes,& Allies, ſome 
of the of ſuch Rancke & Place, tn the authority 
of gouernmet as that their loue or hate could not 
aptly draw vnto it ſelfe a light or trimal reſpett 
(amongſt who )this yoiug man thoght that commg 
ro bea ludge; time might vnhappely produce ſoe 
ſuch accation wherm his ſentece, mthe place of 
Iudgemer,might giue diſtaſte, procure entmes, 
looſe Frieds Es game ſufpett of hatefull partia- 
litie.From which corrupt &5 moſt :mpoyſoned e- 
will, thoghthis yong Roman aid never ſomuch 
deſire,to ſtand cleared , yet ludging amongi? 
Friends ,es Kimsfolks he ſhould aſſuredly(as be 
thought)by ſome detrattors be therof ſuſpebted. 
The Romaine Cittizen hawng thus vnte 
himſelfe preſented diners Obſtricles and Ob- 
jections, which could not im his owne ſence re- 
ceiue ſufficrent contradifiion, he reſolued by no 
meanes to take vpo hum the Place Ex perſon of a 
ludge : but did vc all bis Ertendes and greateſt 
power of meanees to perſwade the Senate, to 
alter their determination concerning bim and to 
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beſtow ſo great an Office on ſome other, that 
muyht more worthily deſerue the ſame. 

Whileſt this young man continued in a diſcon- 
tented paſſion, with purpoſe to deſire ſome good 
aduice, be goeth vnto afaithfull friend of bis, 
whom be acquainted with what tbe Senate pur- 
poſed,and bow loath he was to vndertake [0 bigb 
an Office as to be a Iudge. Hu friend p03 hea- 
ring the cauſe,preſently concluded, that hee h.1d 
great re Jon to ſhun the execution of ſuch ar O/- 
fice, rm the diſcharge whereof, ſo much danger rc- 
ſted. For(ſard be) Caue ne (3s Iudex inter A- 
micos6-cau/e inter Amicos Inditare, Amo 
friends totud 1eg5athing nothing more dagerous. 
And therfare be coſtatly adniſed,that im any wiſe 
he [houl i refuſe ſuch honor thowgh offered vnto 
hum: and rather be contented aith a meane and 
pruuat life thenim ſuch a place to be timplayed;1: 
which he (hand aſſared.y looſe oldfriends, and 
get new caenes. 

This yong man(though thus by his friend ad- 
:ſed,aud in humſelfe reſolued nener to take vp3 
him any ſuch,as he accounted dangerous dignt- 
nie) yet whe he vaderſiood;that the Senat would 
nat be altered in therr purpoſe, but that by them 
the place was decxeed vnto hymyhe then determi- 
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ned with himſel/e,to trie the counſell of ſome 0- 
ther ſriend, whoſe Tudgement and Experience 
might beare ſome general note, in diretting the 
high affasres to the State belonging.eAnd inthis 
purpoſe he went vnto a certain Nobleman,whoſe 
prudent wiſdome had oft bin v/ed in buſineſſe of 
moſt w-1ghty conſequence: vnto whom when he 
had laid open bis mind, ffhewed hrs priefe,and ſio- 
nfted rhe Senats pleaſyre.The noble Gentlemaii 
with pleaſant, yet grane alacriie of tpirit(ſea- 
{oned withthe ſoundneſſe of a learned and vn- 
aerſtanding wiſedome) did moſt powerfully ad- 
uſe,that this young manſhould cheerefully ac- 
cept ſo worthy an Office, bemg ſo freely beſtowed 
vpon him zAnd that he ſhould by no means ſeere 
toneglett the gracions clemencie of ſupreme au- 
thoritie : Nor 12 any ſort account it dangeroirs 
among friends to wage : for im the Office and 
execuvron of Indgement he that 1s a Indge(De- 
inet elle Amicus)cea/eth to be a friend: for in 
the manner of 1udgement, 20 acquaintance, no- 
greefes,no friend s,no remembrance of fore-paſied' 
preſent,or hope of future friendſhip muſt direft 
the thoughts of him that i a Indge. «All that on 
iu1gements ſeat is done, muſt be,becauſe tuſtice 
commaunds the doing thereof,and that with -n 
of Der” 
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other, afſeftion, but onely becauſe it is juFt, And 
therefore ſaid this Noble Gentleman conto his 
friend,armethy ſelfe,tn the conftancie of a con- 
ſcronable vprightnes, and be noe longer loath to 
execute the Honorable Office of a ludge, but in 
thy loue ro Romes Common-wealth, ded; 
cate thy laboures to ber publique bentfit. 

By the graue and ſage aduice of that Hono. 
red Lord,this yong man was perſwaded contra- 
ric to his former purpoſe,with bumble thankful. 
nes to accept that Office which the Senate with- 
out any meanes of his, was pleaſed freelie to be- 
fowe vpon him: and yet generallze made ſhewe 
as if be ment the contrarie. and ſodaainte pre- 
paring a ſumptuous Feaft, vnto which be enui- 
ted all bis Friends,Kinsfolke, and familiar ac- 
quintance, ſeeming that in regard be did rather 
chooſe to leaue his Countrie, then totake pon 
him; the Office of a Tudge: be had proutded a Bi- 
quet or Feaft, to Banquet with his Friendes be- 
fore hus departure : and in ſome ſolemne maner 
would rake leaue of themall. Who being ,as they 
thou ght, to thisendaſſembled: did ſorrowſully 
expett the occation of their grieſe, by the depar- 
twre 'of their friend,which when the yong man 

perceined, he ſpake thus vutothem, 
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It i trueghat 7 purpoſe as I muſt,to take 
my leaue of youall, and tobe aſtranger to my 
deareſt friends, and neare#t «Allies: 7 muſt for- 
get all former friendſhips, and my moſt familiar 
eAcquarntance, I muft accompt as greateſt ſtra- 
gers Pnto me; Thus muſt I depart from you,C5 
yet continu? amongit you, for by the loue, pow- 
er (@&F authoritie of the Senate, I am appomred 
ro be @Tudge, and in the ſeate of Fuſtice, 7 mu#t 
farget the remembrance of your former friend- 
ſhips and acquaintance, and onely mn the perſon 
of a Iudge, with reffeft to keepe my conſcience 
cleare, I muſt with equitie & vprightnes, iuſtly 
aamimſler inftice unto you all, eAnd this 1s my 
cauſe,by the loue C5: fauour of my greateſt mai- 
ter King Tames, in whoſe royall and grations 
diſpoſition Tam, ( Sins precatione, vel preca- 
tio , without price or requeFt , freely called vn- 
to this preat office , by thefauour of my King) 
Vnto whoſe ſeruice ,my bfe ,, and all I baue 1s 
bumbly bound, by him , and by bis grattous 
{ lemency , I am thus ſent to beea Iudge 4+ 
mongſt my Kinſfolkes and familiar friends,e- 
wen in boſome of my natiue Countrit. 

I muſt therefore as the young Romaine aid, 
take leaue of all former eAcquaintance, & do 
that 
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that which x tuſt unto all Eſtates and De- 
grees, without partialttie « Which dutte (by 
God's permiſſion and aſſiſtance) 7 will faithful- 
ly performe, ſolong as God and my King ſhall 
pleaſe :. that in this place F be employed 1m the 
-prightneſie and equitie of Indgement, ſhall 
all my performance entirely conſiſt, The con- 
trarie whereof ſhall (@r fhope) neither 
be deſired nor expeBtea. «And thus 
much for my ſelfe, 
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C Here followeth the words of his 
Charge in Order. 


PS concerning the manner and 
Method of my charge, 1 will for 
order and memorie lake,extrat 
or draw forth all that I purpoſe 
to ſpeake, from fiue words in his 
Maieſties Commiſsion contai- 
ned: the words arc theſe ; Que, 
Quibus, Quid, Owomods, and de Qnibus. Quis,trom 
whom the Commu/Gon commeth ; Quibus,to whom 
it is direted; 24d, what it concerneth ; Q#omoas, 
how it ought to be executed; and de Qu7bus,otwho, 
and of what cauſes, wee areto enquire by vertue of 
the CommiſGon vio vs graunted: and this laſt, De 
Quibas is of all the reſt the greateſt. 

As touching the firſt word, ©#z5, whom,or from 
whom our Commiſſion conmeth, that is, from the 
Imperiall Maicſtie of Great Britraines Monar- 
chic , our dread Lord, and Soucraigne, King 
Iames , the lawfull Heyre vnto our Kingdomes 
Throne : whoſe Princely Scepter is his proper 
owne, by a moſt royall and lineall diſcent . Ir is his 
C Com- 
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Commiſsion, by whoſe powerfull authoritie we are 
now and at all times commaunded to doc him (er. 
nice: forthe -awfull (way of his Soucraigne gouern. 
ment doth, ought, and muſt inioyne all his ſubies 
to adue ſubicion and obedience 3 for he is ouer vs 
the Lords annointed, and in theſe his Realmes and 
Dominions, in all Cauſes, 8& ouer all Perſons, as well 
Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuile, next vnder Chriſt Tefus our 
fupreame Gouernour. Vato his Highneſlethen ler 
our liues ſubmiſsion bend ; let our faiths loyaltic de- 
dicate it ſelfe vnto his vertues praiſe: and for the long 
continuance of his Maicſtics moſt happic, power- 
full, and viRtorious Rule , kt all good ſubicQs 
ray. 
: Now that I haue ſpoken from whom our Com- 
miſsion commeth, the next word which doth direct 
my worke is, Qu#bus,To whom it is direfed,that is, 
To vs his Maiclties /»ſtzces of Alsiſe, to whome by 
vertue of the Kings Commiſion is giuen ſuch pow- 
ct , as that in the adminiſtration of Juſtice wee doc 
repreſent the perſon of our King : So as it inthe time 
of the Aſgiſes one ſhall ſtrike another in the preſence 
of the Iudge,be itno more then a blow on the care, 
the Law prouideth, That the offendor ſhall looſe his 
hand , wherewith hee gaue the ſtroake, becauſe 
the offence was done as in the preſence of the 
Prince : For the Law hath fo much care to protect 
the perſon of a Tudge : As thart if a /uſtzce of Alvifc 
ſhall happen by any 1o his Circuit co be ſlaine , the 
Law adiudgeth it to bee Leſe Crimen Maieſtatis, 
An offence done againſt the Maicltic of the King, 
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and is puniſhable, as in cauſe of Treaſon. 

To ſhew the worthineſſe of our Place and Of- 
fice, you ſhall vnderſtand, That the Kings Maieſtic 
at his Coronation is (worne to doc Iuſtice vnto all 
his Subies,which in his owne Perſon it is impoſsi- 
ble toperforme. And therfore his Highneſle is con- 
ſtrayned by his 2:nifters , Deputies, Juſtices, and 
ludges , to adminiſter Tuſtice vnto all his people. 
Men therefore (io ſuch place employed) ought with 
wonderous care, and conſcionable diligence to dif- 
charge the truſt in them repoled: for vmto them, and 
incotheir hands, is (as it were) deliuered the Kimges 
owne Oath ; becauſe, what he is (worne vnto, mult 
be by them in his behalfe performed. Sce then the 
dignitic of Iuſtices and TIudges of Aſsifes, _{FGgna- 
nimus vos Tuſtictaries noſtros, W ec haue aſsigned you 
our Iuſtices, that you may adminiſter Tuſtice vnto 
our SubicAts. Thus by the Kings Commiſion the 
Kings owne Oath is put into our hands : and at 
this inſtant (inthe place and perſon of a Iudge) my 
Soueraignes Oath into my hand is put: I (though 
his ynworthie SubieR) am by his gracious clemen-. 
cie Authorized (as in his owne Perſon) according 
to his owne Oath, to” adminiſter Tuſtice vnto you 
his Subics : VV hich dutie (by Gods afsiſtance) as 
I haue yowed, I will faithfully performe: For it any 
(with a Kings Oath truſted) ſhall bee fo vilde, as 
to fallifie their truſt, ſuch offence is more then Ca- 
pitall. 

The Place of a Iudge then, the greater thar it is, 
ſo much the more ſhould their care bee, to diſcharge 
oe; C ij the 
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the ſame,vpon whom ſo weighty an Office and Ho: 
notable Authoritie is beftowed. 

From whom our Commiſſion conmneth, and to 
whom it is direted, hath bia briefely ſpecified: I will 
now proceed, and ſhew out of this word Quid, wha: 
isinthe Commſioncomained. Brietely theretore,it is 
that bounded limit, mz which ſolely doth confilt the 
ſtrength of our authoritic z beyond which compaſlc 
we are commaunded not to paſſe: For it appointeth 
vnto vs the /uſtices of Aſsiles, what it 15 that wee 
muſt execute, as well in cauſes berwixt pattie and 
partic, asalſorhe Kg and partic depending . So as 
wee are not onely to heare, judge, and deternnne, 
ſuch Cauſes of Controuerſi: , as ſhall by Weir 
of X 1/5 prius beetryed, bur alſo to examine, acquir, 
or condemune all ſuch Priſoners, as ſhall for any of- 
fence againit his Muicltic bee brought before vs,to 
recciue their Tryalt. So that by vertuec of our Com- 
miſſion wee have authoritic, as in the perſon of our 
Soucraigne,to judge incaules,that doe concerne the 
lite and death of the SubieCt. | 

That our Commiſlsion then is very Large, 
Ample , and Abſolute , contayning in it ſelfe a 
powerfull Authoricic, may by your ſelues bee jud- 
ged. And to the en, taat Tuſtice may by vs re- 
ceyue the more full (ound and pzrte& Execution, 
Our Commilsion , when ic hatly Jargely deſcri. 
bed vnto vs what wce may done therein , it then 
moſt ({weetely doth Appoiat, Limic , and Com- 
maund. 

What manaecr of dooing wee mult wſe inthoſe 
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ginen at Norwich Aſiiſes. * 
thinges appointed to bee done, ſo that it dooth nor 


onely giue vmo vs authoritie, what to execute, bur 
dooth alfo lay downe ynto vs the manner how onr 
Amhortitic muſt bee executed, 'and to the ynder- 
ſanding hereof,my next word Q#omods doth direct 
it ſelte. 

Weethen , the [uitices of Aflviſes and Gaole- 
Deliveric , are by his Maieſtic appointed to ad- 
miniſter Inſtice vnto his Subic&s 3 but © uomods, 
how, not according ro our owne V1ll, Conceit, 
or Opinion , but Secundum Legem & Conſuctu- 
dinem Manerie CAnglicane , According tor the 
Lawe , Cuſtome , and Manner of England : 
VW hich Lawe, Cuſtome, and: Manner muſt bee 
executed with Knowledge, Iudgement, Vnder- 
ſtanding, and Equitie. For wee muſt know our 
ſclues, and Place wherein wee are: Wee mutt 
Knowe and Vnderſtand each cauſe before vs 
brought , and according to our Knowledge and 
Vaderitanding , wee mult vprightly Iudge, accor- 
ding to Equitic , without (in the leaſt ſort) bee- 
ing drawne, by reſpecting eyther Perſon or Pro- 
fice, to beare a Partiall Hand in the Execution of 
ludgemenr. 

Partialitic in a Iudge, is a Torpitude , which 
doth ſoyle and ſtayne all the Aftions done by 
him. A Iudge that will bee Partiall , will re- 
ceiue a Bribe ,, and ſuch an- one cannor by any 
meanes. bee juſt , in his manner of Tudging. 
Brybes , and Partiall dealyng dooth defile the 
Puritie of Iuſtice;,. with great ſuſpeRted Euill :- 
| For 
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For a /#dge, if but in ſome things he be knowne to 
take a Bribe,or be approoucd Partiall,he leaucth no 
one Aftiondone by him, free fromthe like ſuſpeR. 
A Tudge that for-a Bribe will ſpeake, and but once 
execute 2 Iuſtice purchaſcd, all his words & ACtions 
for cucr after may juſtly bee ſuſpeRed, though neuer 
{o vprightly done or ſpoken. 

A Tudge muſt vprightly, with an c<quall and in- 
different care and minde fully heare and vaderſtand 
each cauſe betore hee judgeth 3 otherwiſe, it is not 
poſsible that juſtice ſhould bee juſtly executed : And 
ro judge in a point of difference,hearing but one par- 
tic ſpeake, is afluredly to be vnjult ; for this ſentence 
is direQly true : Cat Indicat canſam parte inaudits 
alters, quis licet, Statuat , Judex iniquus eſt : W ho 
judgeth a caule for the one partie, not hearing the 0- 
ther,though what he doth, may ſtand to be vpright, 
yet is the Iudye vnjult. 

Our auncicnt Fathers did in their PiQures and 
Emblemes oftentimes encloſe a very great and ſub- 
Rantiall wiſedome : Tuſtice (as you know) vſcth cuer 
to bee painted with a Sword in the 6ne handgand a 
paire of Scales or Ballance in the other ; thereby ſig- 
nifying, T hat Tuſtice never ſtrikes her Stroke, till 
firſt the cauſe be weighed in the Ballance ; her Blow 
comes not, vntil the weight of the Cauſe to be tried, 
hath by an vpright hand equally receiued ſufficient 
 triall : for then ſhe knoweth rightly how to ſtrike her 
ſtroke,and not before: when the glory of her dignity 
ſball receive perteQious Honor,as wel by proteQting 
the Good as in puniſhing the Bag, 
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Mee thiokes, that oftentimes when I ryde by the 
way , I ſee the EffeQs of 1uſtice righalic reſembled, 
when I behold aRiver with a filuer currant, bounded 
in her equall courſe, with what juſt proportion ſhee 
doth diſperſe her ſtreames, without bewraying any 
lictle rage of intemperate violence . But if the paſ- 
fage of that ſtreame bee ſtopt; then how like ara- 
ging Sea #ſhee ouer-flowes her banckes : and that 
then by an vnreliſted force, the Meadowes, humble 
Vallics, weake and low growne Shrubs are drow- 
ned vp 3 enduring a recure-lefle wracke , whileſt 
Hilles & Mountaines ſtand ſafe from feare of harme. 
Euen (o & fareth with vs: The equall courſe of Tuſtice 
being ſtayed,the poore &meaner ſort of people they 
are overwhelmed with wrongs oppreſsion, whileſt 
great and wealthy men, like Hilles and Mountaines, 
buyld their Stations ſure, being freed from any cauſe 
of griete : Tuſtice with. held, only the poorer ſort are 
thoſe that ſmarr for it. 

Iuſtice vmto all eſtates doth meaſure an euen pro- 
portionto rich and poore, her met-wand keepes arr 
equall length, being ſealed with the teſtimonie of an 
vpright conſcience . To Kings, Rulers, Iudges, and 
Magiſtrates,this ſentence is proper: Yos Dy eſti; you 
are Gods on earth: when by your execution of Iu- 
ſtice and Iudsement, the God of heauen is by your 
aQtios repreſented: but it by vs,that ſo are called Gods, 
Juſtice and Iudgement be peruerted; it will be heauy 
for our ſoules, when we ſhall dyc like men. 

Briefly, the office of a Iudge, is paticntly to heare- 
each party ſpeake ſobcrly z to anſwere or obje&,di- 
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rely ; to ſee (as neere as may bee polsible) cach 
truth ſubſtantially prooued : And then to Indge 
with an vpright heart according to Tuſtice and Equi. 
tic : Neucrinany one thing preferring Concluſion, 
before a conſcionable, wiſc, and judiciall Confidera. 
tion. In which vprightneſle,the execution of Juſtice 
vied by the Right Honourable ( my moſt worthie 
Predeceſſor) in this place ſhall be an Exarepleywhich 
I will deſire to follow. 

Of all the Morall vertues, Tuſtice (Queence-like) 
is enthroned : for vnto her onely is a Throne al- 
cribed, becauſe her Execution doth necreſt repre- 
ſent Heauens cternall Deitic . Iuſtice and Mercic 
atc inſeparable Vertues ; Mercic and Iudgement, as 
it was Righteous King Dauzds, and lately our good 
Queenes, heauenly Elzzebeth : fo it is nowe vertu- 
ous King 7ames his Song, in whoſe princely breaſt 
Mercie and Iudgement are moſt gloriouſly yni- 
ted. And to the end, that I his SubieQ, and in his 
place his Subſtirute, and you his Subics may cxc- 
cute Tuſtice as wee ought , I will nowe out of my 
laſt word, de Quibus, declare vato you, of whom, 
and of what Cauſes wee are to enquite , that Iu- 
ſtice and Iudgement may thereby recciue a more 
cleare and powerfull Execution. 

Thoſe then of whome wee are1n the firſt place 
to enquire, are ſuch, by whome our Xing is molt 
diſobeyed, his State diſturbed, and Kingdomes 
threatened : W hereof (if you conſider) it will be 
euident, That all thoſe growing and deſperate at- 
zempting cuils, by which, wee are moſt prowdly 

me- 
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menaced and Afliated, doe principally proceed 
from three ſorts of Recuſants living amongſ vs. 
Of all which, the-Popiſh Recuſant is the moſt 
dangerous with our Enghſh Romaniſts will T 
therefore at the firſt begin,and in the difcription 
of their Ations and pradtiſes, I dec defire that 
my wordes may bee entertained with your beſt 
Attention. 

Our W orldes Admired Queene Renowned 
Elizabeth, did ( as you know) in the beginning 
ot her Raigne, change the State of Religion in 
this Kingdome in her firſt Parlament, by the 
conſent of her Lordes Spirituall and Temporall, 
being eſpecially by the Lord of Heauen dire- 
Qed , Error, Popiſh blindneſſe , and Faithleſle 
Conſtitutions grounded vpon Humaine Traditt. 
ons were extint. And Religions Puritie accor- 
ding to the Law of Faith, was Reeſtabliſhed, 
being built vpon the vuremoued foundation, 
ofthe alone Autenticke word Canonicall. The 
bookes of the old and newe Teſtament, from 
the tructh whereof, ſhee did alwayes dire the 
courſe of her ſo happie and Tryumphant Go- 
ernment. - 

Notwithſtanding , the Change of Religon, 
it cannot bee denyed. That for the firſt renne 
yecres,of her Maicſtics Raigne, the eſtate of Ro- 
maine Catholique in England was Tollerable, 
though ſome were Commirted in the begin- 
ning of her Coming to the Crowne, yet none 
butthoſe whoſe precedent Aftions, had yy 
D the 
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the faith of cheiv Allegience to» remaine doubt. 
full, and ſo- was the manner of their commir- 
ment mixed with. ſuch gratious Clemencie. As 
that they rather endured: a fauourable reſtraint, 
then any ſtraight or rigorous impriſonment, But 
alwciltholc fo reſtrayned, as generally all the Pa- 

iſts in this Kingdome, not any of them did re. 
[ale to.come to our Church, and yecld their for- 
mall. Obedicnce to the Lawes Eſtabliſhed. And 
thus.they all Contiaued, notany one retuſingto 
Come to- our Churches, during the firlt tenne 
yeeres of her Maicſtics gouernment. Andin thc 
beginning of the eleuenth yeere of her Raigne, 
Cornewallyes., B:ddingfield and Stharde ere the 
firſt Recuſants They abſolutely refuſing ro come 
ro our Churches, And vatill they in that fort be- 
gan.the name of Recuſant, was neuct beard of a+ 
monegſt vs. 

In che beginning of the eleventh yeere, when 
three Recau/ants were oncly inthis Kingdome to 
bee found. lo the ſame yeere, Pope Imprus, though 
abufiuclyſurnamed Pius Quintns, bis Relliſhnes 
was informed by ſome of our Exelrſh 7eſuits,that 
Tuch was the number of Romazrne Catholrques here 
in Exglarnd, as that it his Horriblenetle would de- 
nounce an Excommunication againſt the Queene 
there was in this Realme and Kingdome, a power 
Cathelical whicn would preſently vpon an inſtant 
be in redinefle, to-enter into-open hoſtilitie with 
force ſufficient ro depole, . and ytterly to ſupplant 
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her Highnes;and to reeſtabliſh che Romaine faith. 
Pope Impixs ofthat name the firſte, ypon the 
Information ſpecified the better to ſeuer his hope 
in his good meaning to this Kingdome, preſently 
plotterh with the Xzng of Spaine tor aſuddaine In- 
vaſion vpon the preſent Excommunication of 
the Qaueene. And to this end one Robert Rodul- 
phy agentleman of Florence, was ſent by the Pope, 
vnder colour of Marchandize,to (ollicic-a Rebel- 
lion amongſt vs. And gaue order ynto him for 
therecciuing of one hnndred and fiftic thouſand 
Crownes, to ſet forward this Attempt. And Phil- 
lp King of Spaize, by the inſtance ofthe Pope,had 
* determined to ſend the Duke ofi_Ailna imo Ene- 
land,with all his forces inthe Low Counmtries To 
Aſſiſt ſome great men amongſt vs, who were by 
the Pope Sollicited, to be the principall Agents in 
. amolt Rebellious cnterpriſe, vato whome ſome 
ofthe one hundred,avd fiftie Thouſand Crowns 
was dcliucred,and ſome other part ſent into Scot- 
- landtor the like effeR. 

Thus as you haucheard cuen at the ſame time, 
when her Maicſty the late Qweenedelt moſt mer- 
cifully with the Pais did the Pope with them 
conſpire co worke her Ruyne,& this Kingdomes 
Oucrthrowe , fecrerly complaning how on ſo- 
daine they might bring vpon vs Diſtruions, 
 Spoyle, and generall Deſolatron, when our then 
Soueraigne that QOueenc of Vertue, knowing 
Shee had diſerued no ſuch cuill, did not inthe 
lcalt ſort {ſuſpe@tany ſuch danger. 
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The Pope hauing as he thought ſurely Eltab. 
liſhed the foundation of his hopes; Hee then De. 
nounced the Excomunication againſt the © neexe 
which was not vnto her ſelfke made knowne, vnrill 
the intended Rebellion inthe XN grth brake forth, 
alittle before Chriſtmas, in the yeere 1569, being . 
the tweltth yeere of her Highnefle Raigne. And 
then it was knowne, that the Pope had Excom- 
municated her Mareſftie. And thereby freed her 
SubicRs as the Bu/l imported, from their SubieR- 
jon and Obedience. But God was pleaſed that 
the Popes Bull was ſo Baytcd, as that the Rebclli. 
on by.it procured, was ſodainly ſuppreſſed; For 
the Pope whole labour is to defend Lies, was him- 
ſelke decciued with a lie, for the ſtreng:h of the 
Papiſts here not being ſuch as hee was enformed, 
The true harted. Protcitants raking parte with 
their Soueraigne,did quickly Curt the T hroats of 
our Engliſh Romaines, dryuing ſome ot the heads 
of that Rebellion, vnto a ſhamefull flight, and 
brought the reſt by our Lawes 7#ſtice,to a ſhame. - 
tull death. | 

Her Maieſtic in the thirtcenth-yecre of her 
Raigne, hauing made the Law before ſpeciticd, 
the very next yeere following, our Commeth 
Sanders Booke de Vifibile Monarchys, whercin he 
plainely ſereth downe how the. Pope had (ent one. 
Morton and Web, wwo Pricits before the ſaid Re- 
bellion to the Lords & Gentlemen in the X orth, 
to Excite them, with their followers, to take vp 
Armes, ſignifying vatothem the Popes Comman- 
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dement : Alleadging, That her Maieſtic being cx+ 
communicated, Hcr Subie&s were releaſed from 
their Obedience. And therefore he doth DireQ-+ 
ly Iuſtifie the ſayd Commetion. Alcribing the e. 
vill ſacccfle thereof ro the late publiſhing of 
the ſaide Excommunication. Becauſe it was 
not generally knowne, vatill the yeere after ir 
was Denounced. V Vhen Feltox had fetit vpon 
the Biſhop of Londons gate . Aﬀyrming that if i 
had bin publiſhed the ycere before,or when the 
Rebells were in Armes,they had aſſurcdly preuai- 
led againſt the Qzeene, and executed the ſaide 
Sentence at the ſame time, for her depofinge 
from the Crowne, 

Thus Trayterouſly with more then Bra- 
zen Inſolence , did that Trayrtor Sanders (pitt 
out his poyſoned ventm. Thereby deſiring to 
Corrvpt the hearts ot her highnes SubieQs, and 
to make them fir for a-newe Rebellion, which 
courſe by him rake,was Immitared by Parſons, 8 
many others tothe like cffe&. V ho ceaſed not 
by there Hereticall and Lying Pamphins, with 
molt Traytcrous impudencie, to abuſe her Ma- 
jeſtic and the Srate. Andnort thus contented, in 
the yeere one thouſand fiue hundred ſcuentie 
and nine, Stukely aflilted by Sanders, and other 
Catholiques, both Engliſh, Iriſh,and 1talian, with 
the Popes Commillion, entredinto Ireland. T he 
Pope himelfe, in the furtherance of that Courſe 
ſcadiog thicher certaine forces. vpun his owne 


Charge, V hileſt all that time, her Maieſtic that 
"IH D 3. Queens 


T he L.'Cokes charge, 
Oucene of mercie was ſo farre from being mo- 
ued , as that with Patience, ſhee endured all 
theſe Injuries, onely inforcing that one Lawe, 
which as you hauc heard, ſhee moſt Tuſtly made 
againſt chew. 

WW hileſt 1re/andby the Popes procurement 
remained in Combuſtion. It happened that, Pi#s 
Owuintus dyed, and Gregorze the thirteenth (uc- 
cceded in his place, who preſently Reneweth 
his Predeceflors former Bull, and denounced 
her Maicſtic to bee Excommunicated, with 7. 
timation of all other particulers in the former 
Bull mentioned, which done, there was by 
him ſeor ouer into England. Campion and Pay- 
ſons , they came vnto vs in the yeere one 
thouſand fiue hundred and cightic, there com> 
ming was to Alienate the hearts of her Ma- 
ieſhes Subicas, from their due obedience, And 
to- make a partie ſtrong to depole the Queene, 
Toyning with the Pope, and King of Spaine, by 
whome there was then an intended preparation 
againſt vs. . But the Attempts and praQtiſes of 
them both at that inſtant fayling 10 England. 
The Pope as 4 Temporall Prince , diſplayeth his 
Banner in Jrelarnd, with purpoſe to deprive her 
Highnes. Firſt from that Kingdome, and then 
by degrees to depoſe her from this. Notwih- 
ſtanding ſo mild was the procecdings ot her Ma- 
icſtie 2gainft them, as rhatthere were inthe ſpace 
of Teane ycets, not much abouc twelue perſons, 
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that were by the Iuſtice of her Lawes adiudged to 
dic, andthe molt of them Semenaries, and all of 
them ConuiQted in cauſes of T reaſon. 

er Maieſtie when ſhce heard of the ſecond 
Excommunication, and had ſeene what follow. 
cdin her Kingdome vponthe firſt. Shee was then 
mail Chriſtian Pollecie enioyncd to preuenr the 
lucceſſe of dangers imminent. Her Highneſle 
therefore, in the yeere one thouſand finehundred 
cightic and one, cauſed a Proclamation to bee 
made for the calling home of her Subictts from 
beyond the Seas, ſuch eſpecially as were Tray- 
ned vp in the Seminaries, percciuing that they 
— there but diſloyaltic, & Treaſon, 
Aud preſently after this her Proclamation, ſhee 
calleda Parliamcar, wherein a Lawe was agreca-' 
ble in effte&co the layd: Proclamation, enforced 
with a penaltic of death,for any 1c/uite or Semina- 
ry Prieſt, ro repayre into England, and for any 
to ceceiue or intertaine them, ſhee would willing. 
ly that thoſe of ſuch profeſſion, ſhould keep them- 
felues wnrhoutthe Lymits of her Kjngdome. 

Bu if againſt her will, they would come into 
her Land to-(ow the (eed of Sedition, and Rebel- 
lion amongſt her Subic&s, and to lay, their plors 
how to ſupprize her lite, and to make a way 
for Forraigne Enemics with bloodic handes to 
enter vppon her Dominions. And by Hoſtill 
Inuaſion to bring her Kingdomes to diſtruci- 
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| tion, and to cxpole her people ynto the Sla- 
ric of a ſeruile yoake, VV hat ſhoulde her Ma- 
ieſtic leſſe have done in the prevention of 
ſuch a Lamentable cuill, but ro hang vp them 
that were the principall A&ors in ſo bloodic 
and Tragecall a Tyranny. | 

From the yeere cighty one, to cightie eight, 
her Maicſtic was not free from Continual Traz- 
terous and Rebellious praftiles,deſperately atremp- 
red againſt her life, or intended ſubuertion of her 
Kingdome. Firſt the Popes forces being ouct- 
throwne in Freland, the Pope and King of Spaine, 
preſently ioyned with the Dake of Guzſe, tor the 
executing of a moſt deſperate dilignment againſt 
her Maicſtic. _Arden and Someruilde, would 
have layd vyolent handes vpon her ſacred per- 
ſon. DoFor Parrze,intended the like villanie. Nor- 
thumberland teuolted from his Obedi&ce. Men. 
de{a the 7eſaite, and others of that Crue or Se, 
appornted by the Pope to order and Mannage 
theſe deueliſh defignments. 

Inthe yearecightie, ro forerunnethe purpoſed 
Spaniſh Inuaſion, againſt which time Campion, 
Parſons, Haywoode, and all the Jeſuites and Se- 
minaries,had fo beſturred themſelues. There is 
certaine bookes printed beyond the Seas, ſent 
oucr into England, therby to prepare the hearts of 
our people,to Toyne with Sparne, and to take vp 
Armes againſt their Soucraigne,with perſwaſions

ginen at N(orwich Aſſiſes. 


grounded ypon this poſition, Vis. That in all warres 
which may happen for Religion: enery Catholike manis 
joqned in conſcience to imploy his perſon and forces by 
the Popes direction that is how far when where, how 
tither at home or abroad, he may and muſt breake with 
his temporall Sower aigne, and that pon paine of deadly 
(nne.V pon a foundation ſodiabolical:V har fruits 
other then diuelliſh can be expeed? And yet, do 
but further note how damnable a ſpirit is in their 
bookes and writings bewrayed. 

All the Papiſts in this kingdome, were moſt vio- 
rom war yy that vpon the Span inuaſion, 
they ſhould all ioyne their greateſt force with 


Spaine, It was in them accountedan error of con- 
ſcience, want of courage, and ctfeminate daſtardie, 


that they had ſuffered her Maicſtic almoſt thirtie 
yeares toraigne ouerthem . They were threarned 
with Excommunication , and vtterruine, both of 
themſelues and their poſteritie, itthey did any lon- 
ger obey and defend, or acknowledge her highnes 
to be their 2ueene or ſuperior, and did not foorth- 
with ioyne their forces to the Spaniards. And to 
the end, that this moſt godleſle, trayterous , inhu- 
mane and vnnaturall appointment, by ſubiets to 
their lawfull annointed Soueraigne, and native 
countrey , might receiue the berter acceptance; 
There was vſed a moſt infinuating , though faith- 
leſle manner of perſwaſion,guilded ouer with a ſee> 
ming ſhewe of Holinefle: ( For thus,) our Engliſh 
Romane Catholikes were promiſed) That in the king of 
Spaines armie, there were dinerſe Prieſts readie to ſerue 
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eutrie mans ſpiritual neceſsitie, by confeſsion, counſell, 
and all conſolation in Chriſt l1eſus, and that they (houl4 
be ſo aſviſted by the bleſſed patrons , both in heauen, 
and in earth, with the gard al Gods holy Angels with 
our bleſſed Sauiovr m the ſouer aigne Sacrament , and 
with the dailye , moſt holy Oblation of Chrifts owne 
deare body and bloud. As that it could not fall out 
otherwilc, but that chey ſhould aſſuredly preuaile: 
Hereby may the world perceiue in what Angelike 
- manner of brightnefle Popiſh dodtrine can ſuite 
treaſons damnable,euen as blacke as hell. 

You have heard what preparation was proui- 
ded by the Pope and Papiſts, for the furtherance of 
Spaines intended invaſion, we will now proceed 
ro matterof ation. And but call ro our remem:« 
brance ( that euer to bee remembred) powerfull 
worke of God:) for our deliuerance in the yeare 
88. The king of Spanes Armade,that admirable,and 
warlike nauic, ſo well furniſhed with valiant ſoul- 
diers, and all munition fit for warre, when {udden- 
ly we were in danger by a Potent encmie to be ſur. 
priſed, when her late Maieſties Royall Nauie, was 
ſcarlly put foorth to ſea . And the belt (hips of 
ſtrength not fully furniſhed with ſhot and pow- 
der, as was neceſlatic in {o weightie a bulineſle: 
yet to the neuerdying glory of a maidea Queene, 
ſuch was her princely power, although at ſea but 
in part'vnprouided, as that by the loue and grace 
of heauens eternall prouidence, her Maieſtic by 
amo't noble Batrell ar ſea, eucn in the preſence 
of her kingdomes Ter#ories,did veterly diſperſe and 
OUuCT- 
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ouerthrow, thatſurnamed inuincible Spaniſh na- 
uic, ſo that not any Spaniards floate, (vnleſſe 
brought captiue could arriue ) vpon her Englands 
ſhoare , Nor but verie few of their ſo much ad- 
mired flecteof thippes, returned to their natiue 
home. Thus did God on Qcene Elizabeth be+ 
ſtow a glorious yiorie, cuen in the deſpice of 
Pope, Papiſt, trayterous Ieſuirs, Scminaries, 
Monkes, Friers, andall the rablement of that An- 
- tichriſtian Sea, 

The power of Spaine, was brought againſt vs, 
by the procurement of our Engliſh Papiſts, and 
what recompence was intended for them, in the 
charitic of their catholike profeſſion may appeare, 
by that which the Duke of Medina Sidonia affic+ 
med, which was, That both Cathalickes and Here - 
tikes that came in his way , ſhould be all one to him , his 
ſword could not diſcerne them, ſo be might make 
way for hs maiſter , all was one to him . Thus did 
Papiſts, as ſtill they doe, deſire ro worke our 
downe fall in the certaintic'of their owne deſtru. 
ion, 

God having ſhewed his loue to our late Queene 
and kingdome, by that wonderfull deliye- 
rance before deſcribed : The Pope to further his 
accuſtomed indeuours, praftiſed with Spaine, 
about a new inuafion, and the better to bring 
his purpoſe to paſſe : Parſons, that auncient 
Teſuite, and moſt notorious traytor , vnder the 
Pope, chiefe gouernour of alltheleſuits, (prin- 
cipall enemies to Jeſus, ) was placed in the 
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Spaniſh Court, by whoſe perſwaſton there was a 
new Seminarie creed at Yaledolyle , from whence 
in three yeares, there was ſent thirteene prieſts in- 
to England, to prepare apaſlage for the new in- 
ade] inuaſton. VVhereupon in the yeare 1591. a 
Proclamation went forth tor the apprehending of 
all ſuch Prieſts or Seminaries,as ſhould come trom 
Spaine. Becauſe their intention was knowne ynto 
the State here,But ro the end the Diuell (the Pope 
I ſhould ſay) might wantno inltruments tor the ch 
feting of murthers, treaſons, and rebellions, by 

(Parſons procurement, more Seminaries were ere- 
Cted in Spaine , (and England till troubled with 
Remes trayterous diſciples.) But the new inuaſion 
being twileſer on foote , God did lo warre againſt 
their purpoſes, as that their prepared Nauie was at 
ſea, diſperſed by ſtormes, ſoas moſt of them endu- 
red ſhipwracke- 

Thar expeRation failing, then was the Infant of 
Spaine intituled ro the Crowne of England : ( and 
to that end,ſundry bookes diuulged) Queene El/z4- 
beth was by them accounted a tyrant : more tyran- 
nicall then Vers, De cins, Diocleſran , Maxentins , or 
any the greateſt perſecutors of the Chriſtians: Not 
thus concented, from the yeare 88,to the yeare 99, 
there were continuall reaſons practiſed againſt the 
Royall perſon of her late Maieftic, Patricke, (ollen, 
Lopez, Torke, VVilliams, Squier , all attempting to 
murther her Highneſle. 

All theſe attempts,plots,proiets, & trayterous 


ſtratagems, taking noeffeR. Then was there __ 
the 
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the Popea new Bull ſent, whereby the Papiſts were 
commanded to vie a formall maner of obedience, 
vntill they might gxow to be a ſtrength ſufficiently 
ſtrong todepole the Queene. Vhich expeQation 
once accompliſhed, then had they power by the 
fayd Bull torake vp armes againſt her . Thus they 
neuer left continuall praQtiting, yntill a little be. 
fore her Maicſties death: about which time , by 
ſome of the principall Agents, inthe laſt moſt hor. 
rible treaſon, there was complotted another Spa- 
niſh inuaſion : For the accompliſhing whereof, 
the yonger YVinter was a meſſenger vnto the king 
of Spaine, and Guydo Fawkes vnto the Pope, and a 
third was imployedro the Archduke. * 
Thekingof Spaine at that time being our ene- 
mie,entertained YVinters motion, with moſt kind 
acceptance, proteſting tnat the Engliſh Catholiks 
ſhould bee as deare vnro him, as his home-borne 
Caſtillians , and in lone tothe intended bulineſle, 
vowed in the word of aking, to defend their fafery, 
(all which, as ſouldiers ſay) with pollicic in warre 
he might do) being then our enemie. Bur it is a 
matter cleane out of my, Elemest , and thereforeTI 
will diſpute no further about it: Burtthe Counſell 
of Spainc holdinga conference about the manna- 
ging ofthe plot by Y/interlayd. It was obicted 
that there would be want of horſe for ſuch a buft- 
neſſe. Whereupon Winter vndertaketh to furniſh 
them wich a certaine number, and receiuerh gold 
tothat end. Arlaſt the purpoſed deſignement be- 
ing embraced with a generall conſent , a ſouldicr 
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ſtanding by being ſome Commander, a Captaine, 
or ſuch like, rutfles out this ſfouldier like Latine, 
Nunc tempus pro nobis erit aliquid obtinere: Now (ball 
it be time for vs to get ſomething. Burt in the middeſt 
of this intended preparation, it happened, that her 
Maieſtic Royall, and moſt gracious Elizabeth died: 
And our now Imperiall Soueraigne King James, 
did both inherite her kingdomes andher ver- 
rues. 

His Majeſtic becing with peacecſtabliſhed in 
his royall ſeate, the king of Spaine would no lon- 
ger embrace his former purpoſed appointment: 
Nor would conſent, that any thing ſhould againſt 
aking bE plotted, with whom he neuer had warre : 
Norby whom henever recciued any iniurie , So 
as our Papiſts were in that bchalfe diſmiſſed of 
their expeed hope : and enforced to ſeeke out 
ſome other meanes ; and now I will bewray 
a ſecret ( 1 am ſure not generally knowne.) 
In the diſcourſe whereof I doe defire atten- 
tion. 

Pope {lement the ninth, who was accounted 
the laſt beſt of many Popes, (all notwithanding 
being naught. )He vnderſtanding Spaines purpoſe, 
as betore is ſpecified, concerningan = ſup- 
poſing that the Zucene might dic before that bu- 
ſineſlecooke effet: And tore ſeeing vato whom 
theſe kingdomes ſhould of right deſcend, ſent fe- 
cretly a Bull into England, 'which was fo cloſe- 
ly concealed, amongſt our Papiſtes here , as 
that her Maieſtic in her life time knewe not 
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thereof, ( For if ſhe had)l am ſare,that bv reals of 
mine employmeat neare vnto her: I ſhould haue 
heard it he had kn ow ne any ſuch thing, Bur afſu- 
redly boch her ſelfe ,and the State, were ignorant 
therof, 

But now this Bull being brought to light(which 
my (ſelfehaue ſeen& read) it importeth rhus much, 
qu410 contingeret illam miſſeximi Elizabethi mortua 
eſſe That when that mi(erable wench Eliſabeth ſhould 
happen to dye, Twnc nos volumus, Then we will, that all 
and enery of you Aoruſe your beſt uttermoſi endeauers 
qui —_— mods et viis,hy what ſlrength or meanes 
ſo ener, to keeps out the Scottiſh Hereticke , that in 4a- 
ny wiſe he may n1the admitted to the kingdome of Eng- 
land , wunleſſe he would reconcile himſelfe to R ome, 
and hold his crowns of the Pope , and conforme him- 
ſelfe and all bis ſubietts to the religion of the Komane 
Church, This Bull vail Garnet was taken ,flept in 
Enz{and , becing filled with a moſt proud,ſcorn- 
full a3d Trayterous boldneſle. 

When that miſſerimam foeminam Miſerable wo - 
man or wench Elizabeth (hall dye , had the Papall 
proud vſurper , no other attribute to beſtowe 
vppon a 2ueene then Miſerable wench,(hec lived 
Renowned thorough all the Corners of the 
worlde, ſheeruled in peace,beloued of all her Sub- 
iets,vnleſle thoſe infeted with the Romane Lepro- 

ſieiſhee was admired, & feared, confronting all op- 
_ policions,with vndoubted confidence, (hee was 2 
Prince pr enough, to defend her Kingdomes 


and to helpe her Neighbours becing yy" 
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with glorious vitoric ſhe beat Spaine from offher 
coaſts, and rifled him in the bolome of his owne 
kingdome , wrapping his townes and ſhippes in 
cloudes of fire and ſmoake, She ſwayed the Royal! 
Scepter of her kingdomes gouernement with tri-- 
umphant yiftorie ; maintaining peace amongſt her 
people, euen intherworlds deſpight, 44 yeares her 
vamatched wiſedome, and vnconquered prowes 
crowned her the Peereleſſe wonder ot her (exe: ſhe 
liu'd and di'd a Queene, her life beloued, and her 
death lamented: Andyetfor all this, was ſhe no 
more in the Popes account, then a miſerable wench, 
Let the Popes pride ſinke to hell: whileſt heavens 
Elizabeth (whoſe bleſſed ſoule from earth to hea- 
uen is taken ) doth, and ſhall with God and Chriſt 
forever liue in the heauenly glorie of cternall hap- 
pineſle. 

Pope Clement the ninth, hauing by his Bull, as 
before ſpecified, given commaundement that the 
Papiſts ſhould by all meanes howſocuer, withhold 
our now Soueraigne from his lawfull right. (And 
notwithſtanding that Rebellions (ommiſaton, ) his 
Maieſtic being with great toy peaceably enſtalled, 
Peerfie 8 Catesby went vnto their great Prouinciall 
Garpet,& of him enquired,whether the king being 
as he wasalreadie eſtabliſhed,they might by vertue 
of the Popes Bull, vie any meanes ro ſupplant or 
depoſe him, conſidering they were not of force to 
withſtand his comming art the firſt. And Garret 
anſwered, that vndoubredly they might, whereup- 
pon they preſently reſolued to put in mp, 
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that moſt horrible powdertreaſon, the like where= 
of, vntill that time, was neuerto the world repor- 
ted, 

Some are of opinion, that ifatolleration ofre- 
ligion had bin admitted vnto the Papiſts: thatthen 
noſuch bloudie (tra ſhould by any of them 
haue bene practiſed. /Bur it you ſhall conſider the 
tenor of the Popes Bull, you may then perceiue, 
that their ___ of indifferent Tolleration was 
but a colourable pretencein them, For that might 
not haue ſerued their turnes: For they were enioy- 
nedto worke his Maieſties ouerthrow, vnleſle he 
would reconcile himſelfe to Rome,hold his Crowne 
of the Pope,and conforme himſelte and'all his ſub- 
ie4sro the Religion of the Roman Church: Itis not 
then a toleration only which they ſecke, nor could 
they haue bene contented therewith (although ſo 
much ſhall never be granted vnto them.)T hey may 
therefore calily deſpaire of the reſt ( though they 
th: Pope and the Diuell )doeneuer ſo much con- 
ſpire to bring their Hell-borne practiſes to paſle. 

As touching the laſt horred treaſon,by inhuman 
fauages complorted: I know not hat to ſpeake, 
becanſe I want words, tode'cribe the trayterous, 
dcteſtable, tyrannicall, bloudie , murtherous vil. 
lanie of ſovildean ation. Onely this had their 
horrible attempt taken place. This Sea-1nny 
' ronde-Eylande the beauty,and wonder ofthe world, 
This fo famons and farre renowm'd great Brit- 
taines Monarchie , had at one blowe endured a 


recouerleſſe ruine, being oucrwhelmedin a fea of 
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bloud, all thoſe euils, ſhould haue at one inſtant 
happened, which would haue made this happieſt 
kingdome of all kingdomes, the moſt vnhappy, 
Our conquering Nation, conquered in her (elte: 
her faire and fertile boſome, becing by her owne 
natiue(though foule vnnaturall children) rorne in 
peeces , ſhould haue beene made aſcorne to all 
the nations of the carth . This ſo well planted , 
pleaſant,fruittull worlds,accounted Edems paradsſe, 
ſhould haue beene by this time, made a place diſ- 
conſolate, a waſt anddeſert wilderneſlc, generally 
ouerrunne with heards of bloud-deſiring wolues, 
This ſo well gouern'd , Populous, potent Monar- 
chy , had in one moment beene left withour either 
King, Queene, Prince, State,Nobility, Law, Inſlice, or 
any ſtrength of gouernment, ſodainly had we then 
beene throwne not onely rothe cruelty of ciuill 
warre, that too too murtherous Domeſtck ſpoyling 
encmic:-Bur alſo cuen in chat inſtant generally 
haue beene expoſed vnto the all-deuouring hand 
of forraine Enemies, in our Congregations, the 
fongs of Syow had no more been ſung: Bur in their 
ſteed had bin brought vnto vs the ſongs of Gebenns 
{Er from Rome:that Sathans ſynagogue,all our beſt 
freedomes liberty ,had by this bene turn'd into the 
worſt _— moſt {lauiſh ſeruitude : Paprſts, 
Romane Catholickes that would haue wrought all 
our deſtructions thus; Should not Tuſtice, iuſtly 
then — their ations chiefly to be enqui- 
red of. 

If what hath bene ſpoken,be vato your memo- 


ries, 


giuen at Norwich Aſſiſes. 


ries commicted,you may then conſider,that from 
the eleuenth yeare of Queene Elizabeths Raigne, 
vatill che chird yeare of our now Soucraignes 
gouernment, the Papiſts have continually labored 
to aduance the ſupremacy of the Romane Church, 
which to accompliſh they have contended thirty 
foure yeares,in which time they haue not omitred 
ro praRiſe Trealons and Rebellions onely amongſt 
ut ve home , Bur haue alſo complotted to 
bring vpon vs Forraine Inva(ions, & that from time 
totime, ſo ſoone as they were diſmiſſed of one 
hope, they preſently ſer a foote ſome other pro- 
ie; both at home and abroad: and ſtill being by 
the loue and mercyof G O D towards vs con- 
tinually prevented: Ar laſt,taking counſell with 
hell, and Sathan, they had praftiled a moſt helliſh 
attempt. wherein their Diuclliſhneſſe brought it 
ſelte neareſt ro the nature of the Diuell, making 
bre and brimſtone the inſtruments of our deſtru- 
@ion, And though the principall ARors of that 
euill, haue thereby themſclues deſtroyed: yet the 
former experience of their continuall attempting 
may giue vs warning, that they will nor yer ſcafe 
toattempt, and though that 7eſuites and Sermina- 
ries baue beene the principall Agents in all the 
ſeuerall complotted trealons, and that the Papilts 
amongſt vs cannot generally be accuſed,yer thus 
much I muſt fay, thoſe perſons, and that Religion 
whereby Jeſuites and Seminaries are receiued, pro. 
tected and concealed, are equally to be accounted 
daungerous, for were there not ſuchreceiuers a- 
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- mongſt vs,Romes ſtate, Traytors wouldnot fo faſt 
come, {wymming from Tber hither, to arriue at 
Tyberne, onely, | conclude therefore, that if in 
gfcat Brittaine,there wete no Papiſts, this Monare 
chy ſhould be as free from treaſon as any Nation in 
the world. 

But now deare Contrimen, ſeeing you haue 
heard what godleſle and dangerous practiſes haue 
continually by R omes fauorites beene plotted a. 
gainſt ys, I deſire that with attention,you will vn. 
derſtand what it is( as they ſay) for which with 
ſuch vehemency they contend. The world is 
made belicuc, that the aduancement of Religion 
is the onely cauſe for which they ſtrive , wherein 
they ioyne themſelues vatothe Pope,becaule there 
isnoreligion good, but that which is by the Pope 
allowed, wherein my purpoſe is to binde all Pa- 
pilts ynto their owne aſlercion, 

That Pius 2umtus whome thoſe of their fide 
doe account to haue beene a good Pope( though 
by falſe perſvaſtons roo much miſled) beforer 
time of his excommunication againſt Queene E- 
lizabeth denounced, ſent his letter vnto her Ma- 
jeltic, in which hee did allow the Bible , and 
Booke of divine ſeruice , as it is now vicd amongſt 
vs, to bee authenticke, and not repugnant to 
truth . But that therein was contayned enough 
neceſlary to ſaluation , ( though there was not 
init, ſo much as might conuecniently bee) and 
that hee wouldalſo allowe it vato vs, without 
chaunging any parte; ſo as her Maicſtic would 
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acknowledge to receiue 'it from him the Pope, 
(and by his allowanc) which her Maicſtie denying 
to do, ſhe was then preſently by the fame Popeex- 
communicated: And this is thetruth concerning 
Pope Pius Lnintus, as I haue faith to God and 
men,asI haue oftErimes heard itauowed by the late 
.Lneene her ownpe wordes : AndI haue conferred 
with ſome Zordes that were of greateſt reckoning 
inthe State , who had ſcene and read the letter, 
which the Pope ſeat tothat effe&: as haue bene by 
me ſpecified, Andthis vpon my credit, as I am an 
honeſt man, is moſt true, 

By this then all our Engliſh P apiſtes , either 7e- 
ſuites or Seminaries may learne toknowe that it is 
not Religion that they ſtriue for , but onely to 
waintaine the Antichritian head of Romes viurpt 
ſupremacie. And ifthere bee ih this preſence any 
Romane Catholickes , or (0 manic of this nation, 
as ſhall heare of that which hath now becne ſpo- 
ken. I entreate them, as my deare and louing 
Couatrey men, that they will no longer bee fedu- 
ced,by any liuing {pirice ſent fromRome,the Pope, 
whom they belecue, bath himſelfe allowed , t 
in our Church, Ye hane 4 dotFrine of Faith and 
Religion , ſufficiently neceſſarie to Saluation : Deere 
Countreymen, wee haue then enough, and 
neede not the helpe of anie Pope, Syrhence all 
the Papiſtes genetally came vato our Churches , 
before our late Pucene Elizabeth was excommunt 
cated.) Againſt our Dread Soueraigne there is no 
Excommunication denounced . In Gods name, 
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then let's ioyne in our prayers,and Sacraments, 
and perſormea due obedience to God, and to our 
King, as wee arcall of one Nation, fo letvs be all 
of one Church,and Chriſt becing onely our head, let 
vsalldefire asin one ſheepfolde, to be the {an- 
Rified membersof his glorious bodice. 

If there be any Papiſts fo fooliſh, and altogether 
reaſonleſle ,as to expeRt that in time his Maicſtic 
may be drawne toſuch alteration, or Tolleration: 
as they deſire, I will them aſfuredly to know, they 
hope in vaine, for his Maieſtic is, and euer hath 
becne confidently reſolued,in matter of Keligiow,to 
continue the ſelfe fame order and profeſſion, 
which he now profeſlech. VV hereof 1 will giue 


you an inſtance, Since the time of the Earle of 
Northumberland;lopriſonment,there was amongſt 


his papers found a letter, which was obieted a- 
gainſt him in Starre Chamber, when himſelfe was 
called vnto his anſwere: The letter was direed to 
the Kings Maieſty, that now is,as he was then King 
of Scotland. In which among other things , the 
Earle had aduiſed his Highneſſe not to deftreto bee 
proclaimed Heite apparant to this Crowne, nor 
proclaime Frmee Henry to be the Prince of YVales, 
But to ſtay the time,vntill the Zutenes death. And 
that then he would reſolue at his comming to ad- 
mit vnto the Cathelicks a Tolleration for their re. 
ligion, which he cequeſted,becauſe the Papiſts did 
pur ſome truſt in him,co Sollicit that bufineſle in 
their behalte, This letter becing read, his Maicſties 
owne anſwer was ſhewed:(Till that time, by Gods 
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owne hand preſerued) to ſignifie vato the worlg? 
his religious vnremoued confidence, To the firſt 
parte of the Earlesletter, his Highneſſe anſwered, 
that he had no contrary purpoſe, but to atrend 
Gods leafure. And for his motion concerning the 
Catholicks tolleration,he was purpoled rocomevn- 
to this kingdome in peace- Butas touching mat- 
ter of Gouernment,he was reſolued neuer to alter 
any thing, either in Charchor State, His Maieſtics 
moſt noble and Kingly refolution, not enduring 
then to temporize vnder any prerext of humane 
pollicy. Can itnow bethought, that his Highnes 
will be remoued in matter of Religion, from thar 
Station whereupon his Soules ſaluation ſtandeth 
buile, 

Such Papiſts(as notwithſtanding the impoſſibi- 
lity of their hope will ſtill remaine peruerſe) de. 
ſpiſing tobe admoniſhed: Ler them know for cer. 
tainty,that the lawes concerning them, ſhall re- 
cciue a molt ſtrict and ſeuere execation,you ther- 
fore of the iury,ought to be very carefull in that 
bufineſſe. And all the iuſtices in their ſeuerall Li- 
mits,are in their allegiance to the King, bound in 
conſcience to vſe all diligence ſo toobſerue the 
Papiſts, as that vntotheir houſes,there bee not a» 
ny /eſurtes or Seminaries intertayned .For there pra» 
Riſe,is ro Alienate the hearts of our Emel/b Sub- 
ets,from the obedienceto their ſoucraigne . In 
which imployment, though the Teſuites bee moſt 
notorious, yet I accountthe Seminarie Prieſts more 
dangerous; Becauſe their eſtimarion ſtealeth to it 
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ſelfe a better opinion in the hearts of che ſimple ; 
Notwithſtanding, all their worke is direed to 
one and the feltc ſamecnd; It all good ſubiecs 
then ſhall defirethe adminiſtration of 1sftice, ac- 
cording to the Lawes eſtabliſhed: they may either 
becoumertedor ſupplanted. By whome our ſub. 
uerſion, and vtter ſupplanting hath ſo often rimes 
beene attempred, I therefore lcauethem, their a- 
Rions and procecdingstobe iudged off, and care- 
fullie co be looktinto, by your molt mature conſi- 
deration and beſt diligence, leaſt that our too too 
much conueniencie, doth yet vntimely bring vp- 
pon vs ſome dangerous miſchiefe, Them and their 
actions therforeare principally in the firſt place to 
be enquircd of, andthat with ſuch regard as their 
cunning may by no meanes outreach the meaning 
ot the Statute Law inaRed for their puniſhment, 
wherin though there be as much concluded,as the 
wiſedome of our ſtate could deuile, in the preuen- 
tion of any future euill, yet as I hearegthe Pope 
hath already granted ſuch diſpenſation,as that by 
their helliſh, Sophiſtrie, of Equinocating, they may 
take a courſe wherein to decetue our hope of there 
amendment, but in Gods name ler the lawproui- 
ded, receiue a iuſt and faithfull execution,& then 
doubtnor,bur their faithleflc Popiſh policie ſhall 
be ſufficiently prevented. And that in time the 
moſt facred perſon of Gods anointed King,whome 
Pope Clement the ninth cold proudly dare to tearm 
the ſcottiſh Heritike, ſhall vaderneath his Prince- 


ly toot tread downe Romes faithleſle P apall provd 


and 
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and Antichriſtian hereſy, 8& now in hells deſpight, 
vertuous King /ames being the Emperiall Maicſty of 
cat Brittaings Monarchy the ſtrength of whoſe e - 
abliſht awfull gouernment, makes the proudeſt 
Territories & molt ſtrong foundation of carths Ba- 
bilonde to ſhake, I doubrnor but in his royall ſelfe 
and his moſt bleſt poſterity, as is already by force 
of his commaunding p_ not without jutt cauſe 
feartully ſuſpeRed,the deſtruction of the ſcarlet 
* whore ſhall be made certaine to her,and her adul- 
rerates, when they together ſball bee with wrath 
deſtroyed:tor rhe accpliſhingof whichmoſt glo« 
rious worke,let all true beleeung proteſtants, like 
faithfull ſubicRs to their lawfull Soverargne yeelde 
there beſt obedience to bis highneſle lawes, and 
thus much concerning Romane (atbolikes, 

Thoſe that you are in the ſecond place to enquier 
of, are aſecond manner of Reculants, though no.. 
thing ſo dangerous as the Popiſb recuſamt is, yet are 
they a SeAnot tobe tolleratedin any Afonarchyall 
gouernment . Theyare a certaine Brotherhood, 
wich can indure no Biſhops: The originall founder 
of their (chiſme,as they now proteſle, it hath (as 
ſome of them ſav)eurnd an Apeſ?atate, to his firlt 
proleſſion , ſo as now they are aſhamed of his 
name, and will by no meanes in their fraternity be 
deriued from him,yet they remaine knowne to the 
world by the name of Browmings . The moſt part of 
them are ſimple. Illicerate people. And rhey to - 
gether with thoſe of that ſorte,whichſeeme to have 
learning, are as allthe reit, onely arrogant , and

wilfully peruerſc, firter to be reformed by puniſh- 
ment, rather then byargument: And chough their 
ignorance vnderſtands not what they doe, yert 
doe their endeauours ſtriue ro ſhake in ſunderthe 
whole frame of our Emperiall gouernment, for if 
( as they defire)the forme of our Cimll Lawes were 
abrogated, Then ſhould our Common Law , and 
icof neceſlity fall rogicher . For they are ſo woven 
and incorporated cach in ether , as that without 
the one, the other cannot ſtand: for example. 
An atioa Reall, becing brought at common 
Law, in Bar thereof Baſtardy is pleaded , our com- 
mon Law can then proceed no further, vntill by 
the civil Law the matter of Baſtardy be deternn- 
ned, So isitinthe right of a #omans Dowre, and 
in the tryall of YYils; In all theſe, anddiuerſe 0- 
thers without the Aſſiſtance ot the ci##/[Law, the 
comon Law hath no power to determine. If then the 
eill Law mult of neceſſity remain,it is no lefle ne- 
celary that the iudges therof ſhould be continued, 
And againe without the graue aſſembly of our 
Reuerend Be{ops,his Maicities high court of patli- 
ament, ſhould be vafurniſhed,no law being there 
enacted, but that which is by the &iwg , his Lords 
ſpirituall and temporall confirmed. Thele there. 
fore that would haue no Biſb9ps amongt vs,do in 
their deſires ſtriue, from his highnes, and the dig. 
nity ofhis State, to pluck the right hand of go- 
uernment, and a5 much as in them lyerh ro break 
in ſunder, the golden frame of uſt Authority for 
{no Bibeps, then no Lawes , it no Lawes, no Hang, 
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andto this heightdorh theirpreſumprionclime,al- 
though their ideot blindnes ſeems as it they did noe 
vnderſtand ſo much, the miſchiefe of their ſchiſme 
is moſt vnſufferable: Forneuer was there a nation 
knowne to flouriſh hauing a Monarehie in the king» 


dome, and a Mallacbie inthe Church, And therfore 


you ofthe Lurie faile not to enquire of all ſuch Se 
Rarics and preſent them, 

Itis therefore the faithfull Proteſtant, that onl 
ſets the Crowne vp6 our Soucraignes head,& hol 
itvpſo faſt, as no oppoſition can make it ſhake, 
And by their loyall hands will Heaven bepleaſed,to 
keep it ſafe from falling, which Mercy in the moſt 
Rojall ifſue now eſtabliſhed God for chriſts his fake 
cohrme ynto vs, ſolong as Sun & Moon endurcth. 

The laſt ſorrot Reculants, though trouble ſome, 
(yet in my conſciencethe leaſt dangerous)are thoſe 
which do with too much violence,contend againſt 
ſome ceremonies vied in the Chucch , with whoſe 
indice@ proceedings , in mine owne knowledge, 
his Maieſtic isnot alittle grieued, But I will hope 
(as his Hjzbneſſe doth)rhat in time, they will grow 
wile enough to keaue their tooliſhneſle , and cone 
ſider that ceremonies not againſt the: Analogie 
of Faith,nor hindring Faiths deuotion, are noſuch 
bug-beares as ſhould ſcar them from the exerciſes 
of diuine duties , nor cauſe them to diſturbe the 
peace of our Church, whoſe gauernment is more 
conſonant to Scripture then all the beſt reformed 
Churches at this day in the world. You of the 
Lurie faile nor therefore to enquire of their abulcs,

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which doe delay toconforme themſelnes vnto the 


lawesobedience, that fuch of them as doe growe 


infokent, may not goe vapunithed: And thus much 
concerning our three ſorts of Recuſants. 

- Thus haning touched theſe groning euills, 
which becing well con{idered,doe cry for1uſtice a- 
gainſt chemiUues, threatning(ifnot ſuppreſſe) To 
make our Comme wealth togrone vader the burths 
ofinforc'd calamity . I willnow, from them pro- 
ceed vnto choſe growingenormities,whole vngo- 
uernd height is atready roſuch imperfeRis grown, 
as that the iuſtice of this kingdomes gouernment, 
recciueth ſcandall by their meancs,and the pub- 
lick weale grieued by vaiuſt opprefſion. 

I heare a general! complaint again!t themul- 
tiplicity of Eccle(iafticsll Courts , and that cauſes 
are in them continued longerthen an vprigit and 
orderly proceeding would neceffarily inforce, by 
mzanes wherof, his Aaieſtres good ſubic&s,do re- 
cciue loflc, and are much hindred,by there ſo of- 
ten conſtrayned arrendance, But in this Doceſſe , 
I hopethe occaſion ofany ſuch complaines , ſhall 
no more be heard of, Becauſe l{peake before tholc

As touching the pennall Statutes for the pu- 


niſhing of any vareuerent demeanure in Churches, 
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ot violence offered to theminiſters,or quarrelling 
ſryking, or drawing of any weapon in Church,or 
Church yard , I know they be ordynary matters, 
giuen in cuery charge. And therfore youare nor 
ignorant ofthe Lawes in that caſe made and pro- 
uided: I will cherfore in reſpe of the ſhortneſle 
of the time, onely point our vnto you ſome ſeue. 
rall officers, whoſe ations not beeing ſufficiently 
looked into, —wr/ abuſes are committed,which do 
paſſe npuniſhe 

Our common wealth, Receines much iniurie 
by our Excheaters, who by abuſing their comiſſion, 
doe moſt intollerable wrong, romany of his Ma- 
ieſties good Subiedts, for an Exheatoer will come 
into the country; and beeing informed of an ho. 
neſt 72oman deceaſed, be itthat his Lands,be not 
aboue the yearly value of forty or fiftie Pounds,8: 
leauingan Here behind him, an inquiry ſhall bee 
made, by what euidence every acre of ground is 
holden, and finding but one peece, for which an 
exprefle euidence cannot bee ſhewed,for that par. 
ticular parcell, Then by a lury to that end Sum- 
moned by the Escheator,that peece of groiid muſt 
be adiudged to be held in Capite. And fo an office 
becing found:ali the whole inheritance muſt bee 
——_—_ the yong heire awarde to the Xing, 
who then beeing preſently Begged by ſome one 
or other, by then hee hath compounded for his 
ward(hip,ſued out his linery, andthen perhaps 
marryed te one ſtarke naught, ornot worth any 
G 3 thing,

thing, the yong heire ſhall bee left juſt worth (6 
much,andno more: And this (as I thinke) is a moſt 
lamentable thing . God forbid that euery man 
ſhouldbe .inforced by ſuch courſe , to proue his 
right in cuery particular acreof ground which he 
hath. For many particular peeces are oft included 
in one cuidence, without being diſtinguiſhed by 
ſcuerallnames, So that it is impoſhible , bur by 
ſuch courſe,as the Eſcheator takes, lands that neuer 
held in Capite, muſt needs be brought in compaſle 
of ſuch,Tenure. And againe, the intent of the Law, 
for the bencfit of the king, looketh only to Manors, 
Lands,and Tenements of great value, without ha- 
uing reſpeR to ſuch Sings . Wherean heire 
toc the incumbrance, muſt ouerthrow his e- 
ſtate, looſe his inheritance,and be vndone for cuer. 


But this notwithſtanding, ſo the Eſcheator may 
hauc his part, inthe ſpoile, he careth not to vie a- 
ny indire@ corruption. You of the uric therefore 
for the good of your ſclues and frm my 


looketo the proceedings vicdin this ca(c, and ſuc 
abuſeas you ſhall find therein, let it be preſented, 
And ſuch as ſhall bee found offendors, they (ball 
know, that we haue lawes to puniſh them . For 
proofe whereof, I would you could find out ſome, 
of whom there might be made an example: Bur if 
you will be contentto let the Eſcheator alone , and 
notlooke vnto his ations, he will bee contented 
by deceiving you, tochange his name, taking vn- 
to himſelfe the two laſt ſyllables, only with the E/ 
left out : and fo turne Chetor. - 
Cc 
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Wehaue then an excellent officer, ſurnamed 
the Clarke of the Market , concerning whoſe of 
fice, for mine owne part, I ſee not the neceſſitie 
thereof, conſidering the Iuſtices of peace in their 
ſeuerall limmits, are at cuery Seſſions to enquire 
of, aad to puniſhall thoſe abuſes which are by the 
Clarke ofthe marker continued, vuder ſhew of re, 
formation. Fer he will come domne and call be- 
fore himall waights and meaſures, and wherea 
fault is found, there muſt a Fee be payd, which is 
devided betwixt him and the Informer : So the of- 
fendor payes for his offence, tothe endit might be 
continued, but not reformed. And thus the Clarke 
of the markerby receiuing bribes, enricheth him- 
ſelfc,by abuſing his Maieltics lawes,and wronging 
his Cubieds, It was once my hap to take a Clarke 
ofthe marketin theſe crickes: BurTI aduanſt him 
higher then his fachers fonne; by ſo much as from 
theground tothe toppe of the Pillorie. If you 
ofthe luriewill therefore haue a care to find our 
theſe abuſes, by Gods grace they (ball not goe 
mpuniſhed . For we hauc a Copfe, which ſignifies 
aScull: whereby in the execution of Iuſtice, wee 
ate defended againl(t all oppoſitions, bee they ne- 
uer ſoviolenr. | 

There is a certaine ruffling officer , which will 
ſeeme'to command much by the authoritie of his 
Comion. And he wilbe known to be a Purueyor, 
Some of which officers,it they can find nothing to 
bedealing with,they will puruey mony out of your 
purſes: if you wHll ſuffer them, But know there is no 
money 
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mony to be purueyed, vnleſle by the high way ſide, 
andany Purueyor chat ſhall rake ſuch courſe, is bur 
in his paſſage, the high way to the gallowes. 

Bur to ſpeake of that , which may by them bee 
lawfully done, admit a Purucyor commeth downe 
with Commiſſion, to take vp timber for the K:ngs 
vie; Vhar timber is it then that he muſt take : He 
cannot come'and pull downe any timber in my 
houſe,what then? May he go into any of my woods 
which I purpoſe to preſerue, and there marke out 
of my beſt timber, and inforce me to ſuffer it to be 
felled, and carried away at the kings price ? No, 
There is not any ſuch authoritie granted ynto him, 
Buronly thus, If I haue any timber felled, which [ 
purpoſe-to ſell: chen may the Purueyor ( the King 
having vic oftimber) come and make choiſe of 
what trees he will: For there is great reaſon; that 
inſuchcaſe the king ſhould firſt be ſerned. Bur if 
any of youdodeſire to preſerueyourtimber grow- 
ing, be not ſcared with a Parneyors warrant : 
Nor donot preſeruethe ſtanding of your trees , by 
bribing any one of them. The dignitic of his Maie- 
ſics prerogative Koyall isnot vicd to enforce his 
ſubjects to mdure wrong. But the ruſt being ſcou- 
redoff, which abuſed time, hath caſt vpon it, then 
will the gloriethereof ſhine inthe perteRion of an 
vncorrupted brightneſle,You ofthe Iury therefore 
looke into the abuſes done by Purueyors, and pre: 
ſent them, 

Beſides theſe ſpoken of. There isalfo a Salt-pe- 
ter man,whoſe Commiſſion tsnot to breake vp any 

mans 
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mans houſe or ground without leaue. And not to 
deale withany »bur ſuch as is vnuſedfor any 
neceflaric imployment by the owner . And notto 
digge in any place withour leauing it ſmooth aud 
levell:in ſuch caſe as he found ir. This Salt-perer 
manvnder ſhew of his authoritie,though being no 
morethen is ſpecified, will make plaine and fimple 
ople belceue, that hee will without their leaue, 
breake the floore of their dwelling houſe, vnleſſe 
will compoundwith him to the contrary. Any 
ſuch fellow,if you can meete withall, let his miſde- 
menor be preſented, that he may be taught better 
to vnderſtand his office: 'For by their abuſe the 
countrey is oftentimes troubled. 

There is another trouble ſome fellowe called a 
Concealer , whois indeed little betterthen a plaine 
Cofiner , and would in many things be proued fo, 
ifwell looked vato. There be many Satute lawes to 
preuentthe occurrence of his miſchiefe, giue him 
not a peny for any of his claimes or titles : Forthey 
are meere illuſions, and like himſelfe not worth a- 
oy thing, 


There be 4 ſorts of people, whom if you obſerue, - E* 


youſhall find not any ofthem to thriue. Ihaue al- 
wayes known them little better then beggers, and 
mayeaſily be knowne by theſe vames. A Concea- 
ler, of whom T haue ſpoken: vato whom is rightly 
ioyned a Promoeter, a Monopolitan, and an Alcu- 
miſt : The Promooter is both a begger and a knave, 
and may,ift well looked vnro, in the part of an 7s- 
former, (For many abuſes) by yourinformation - 

H ther 
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ther be well puniſhed or reformed. Their Office, I 
confeſſe, is neceſlarie: And 'yer itfeldome happe- 
neth, thac an honeſt man is imployed' rherein : yer 
there is ſomehope, thatby punithingrheirabules, 
they may at the laſt bee madehoneſt againſt their 
wils, In which imploymear, you of the [uric ſhall 
_ dowelltovicareſpeRiue diligence. 

As touchiug the Mowopolitane,, hee for the moſt 
part vſeth atadeare rate to pay torhis fooliſhnes: 
For ſome of that profeſſion , haue bene ſo wile, to 
ſell ewentie, thirtie, or perhaps fortic pound landa 
yeare, and beſtow moſt part of the money in pur- 
chaſing of a Menopoke: Thereby to anoy and hinder 
the whole PublickeYVeale for his owne priuat bene- 
fie: In which courſe he fo well thriucth, as that by 
toyling ſome ſhort time, either in Starch, Yineger, 
or Aquazite, he doth in the end thereby purchaſe 
to himſelte an abſolute beggeric, and for my owne 
part, their purpoſes and'praQtiſes conſidered, I can 
wiſh ynto them no berterhappineſle. 

But then our golden Foole the A/cumi/the will 
be ſtriving to make Gold and Siluer , varill he 
leaues himſelfe not worth a pennies weight in ci- 
ther of both. I willnot deny,but to vnderſtand the 
nature,quineeſlence,8 ſpirit ofthe Minerals,out of 
them toextrata Metapbilicall and F araceljian man- 
ner of Phyſicke, may according to art becommen- 
dable, but by the (tudic of Alcumie, to defire to 
turne imperfe&t mecrals into Gold and Siluer,ſuch 
labour I account ridiculous: And oftentimes by 
thoſc of this Camycall Science is Fellony comirted: 


For 
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Forby any imperfet commixture, to vie multipli. 
cation, either in Gold or Siluer, is directly Fello. . 
nie by Statute Law: you ofthe Turie are therefore 
toenquire of ſuch offendors, and preſent them. 
Becauſe I muſt haſt vnto an end,I wil requeſt that 

you will carefully put in execution the Statate a» 

in{t /agara#ts: Since the making whereof, I haue 
Pand fewer theeues, and the Gaole lefle peſtered 
then before. 

Theabulſe of Stage players, wherewith I find the 
Countrey mnch troubled, may eaſily be reformed 

hauing no Commiſſion to playin any place 
without leaue: And therefore, if by your willin g- 
neſle they be not entertained you may ſoone be rid 
of them. 

You are allo concerning Innesand Alchouſes di- 
ligently ro obſerue what the Statute Lawe determi- 
neth. As alſo to keep the orders ſer down by my hs- 
worable predeceſſor, concerning which, there is now 
by the appointment of the Lords of the Counſel,cer- 
taine Briefesto be deliuered vnto all the 1uſtices in 
their ſeuerall Zommits. Andaſſuredly,it you ofthe 
Juric, pettie (#n/tables,Chiefe Conſtables and /uſlices 
of Peace, would rogether;labour that the Lawes 
carefully Ema&#ed for our good , might receiue a 
adue andiuſt —— would then bee re- 
formed, God and our King faithfully ſerued and ho» 
nored. And the rranquillizie of our. Publicke weale 
preſeru2d: which ſo great happineſle, rhat it may 
the berter be accompliſhed, I would requeſt, that 
all imployed inany place of authoritie,would haue 
an {peciall care to ſupprefiethat roor of euill, from

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whence all miſchicfs do proceed,and thar is 1dlenes: 
For idle perſons are thoſe of whome. the Palme 
ſpeaketh, They doe wickedly all the day long, they mma- 
gine age their beds , the 1maginations of 
therr hearts are exill continudly, and fuch tor the moſt 
part are all thoſe, giuen ouer to anidlediſpoſition: 
who by their wickednes do make themſelues worſe 
then beaſts: For, Ho malus infinitis mods: plurg 
mal. perpetrauerit quam beſtia, an curls man by an mnfi. 
mii manner committeth more euill then a beaſt. For the 
reformation of which dahgerous euill: you ſhall do. 
well to haue an eſpeciall cie vnto the company that 
frequent Tavern , Innes, Alebouſes , Bowling allies, 
and ſuch like thriftleſſe places of reſort, where you 
ſhall: find Tradeſmen, and Artificers, , which haue 
no other 'meanes whereby to liue, then onely the 
Iawfull vic of their Science, or Manuall profeſiion, 
And yer ſuch is cheir vnthri'tie idleneſle , as they 
will ſpend their time and labors profit, at ſome, or 
all the places before recited: whileſt their wiues 
andchildren fit at home and weepe,wanting neceſ 
farie maintenance: Thoſe of ſuch condition, let 
them be enquiredof and*preſented : For were the 
Juſtice ofthe Lawe righcly execured vppon ſuch 
offendors ( they receiving condigne puniſhment 
for theiroffence)would be inforcedto ethem 
felues vato aberrer courſe of life, and liue as be- 
eometh good SubieRs. in the liſt of a more com- 

mended obedience. 

Of that idle company, you ſhall alſo finde ſome 
efour accounted Gallanis young Gentlemen , vy- 


Ss, 
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ſtarts, perhaps honeſt yeomens ſonnes, that by their 
intemperate Ryote, loue to ſpendeheir inheritance 
before they come to inherit, and being queſtioned 
for their x homer» and expenſiue manner of li. 
ving,they will brauely anſwer that they ſpend no- 
thing but their owne : And will ſeeme as it they 
ſcorn'd to be reformed by admonition or authority, 
The law prouideth a courſe whereby to teach ſuch 
vain & idle rojoters ſoto ſpend, that they may keepe 
their own :For when by their miſdemenor all their 
owne is ſpent; Then their next courſe is to liue 
ypon the goods of others: and then at laſt, fuch 
Gallants turning ſtarke tnecues ,do make their laſk 
period at the Gall-wes, reaping to themſelues , by 
an vntimely death,the fruit of idleneſle. 

There is alſo a fort of idle ſeeming Gentlemen, 
whom it you do obſcrue, you ſhall find them wal- 
king with agray-hound in aflip,ora birding peece 
ypon their necke', and they forſooth will make a 
path ouer the Statute Lawe, and into any mans 
Groundes , Lordſhippes,or Liberties , paſle and re- 
paſſe ar their pleafure: As ifit were lawfull for e- 
verie Fellow tokeepe a Graye hound, and rohunt, 
when and where he liſteth, or as if a birding peece 
were no Gunn e, andſonot includedin the Statute 
made againſt Gunnes. | 

But if you would finde out thoſe Fellowes, and 
preſent them, they ſhall betaught ro knowe theme 
felues : And that the wiſcdome of a Kingdemes ſtate, 
m the framing of a Statute Law, could not be delus 
ded by a vaine and ſhallow brain'd idlcneſſcof their 
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ridiculous Foolery.Let them be therfore puniſhed 
whoſe miſdemenor in this caſc offendeth. 

The better to prevent the Ryofows expence of vn- 
thriftie idleneſſe, you ſhall do well ro haue a ſpeci- 
all carevnto the Statute for Apparell,by the negleRt 
whercof roo much abuſe is nouriſhed, 

. As touching allthe abuſes L-ſt recited, haue great 

topuniſh one abuſc, in which all our idle 
G and diſordered diſolutes do deſire to ſwim, 
vntill chemſelues,and their whole eftate do (inke,in 
the Shmeie dregs of Swinelike drunkennes,to drunkerds 
therefore haue cſpeciall heed, you know the Lewe 
prouideth for their peniſbmer,& were ſuch offenders 
duly preſented, Indited, Fined,& ET may 
by ſuch good meanes be in time lyr from 
that contagiens exdl,cheir continuall amiſle, beeing 
continually with #fice puniſhed, tothe vtter ſup- 
preſling of fuch vild occaſion: From whence as 6 
Hels mouth flames forth,Ryoats, marthers, man-ſlan+ 
gbters quarrels fightings, whoredemes, and preſumpta* 
Ons es.All ing from that finke of ſin, 
in whoſe ſick healths is 4ronke the bodics Sarfiting, 
and the Sowles damnation. In this,as in all chereſt of 
the abuſes ipecified, vie your beſt indeauors for the 
furtherance of a ſeried Reformation , according to 
the Lawes eſtabliſhed: For you muſt know, that Fits 
Ee, wiger Turis, 18 exeencione conſiſtit , The life and 
ſtrength of the Laws conſiſtethin the execution of them: 
For 1n vaine arg iuſt lawes Inaced, if not iultly 
exccuted.
